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Yamani discusses 
oil prices with EEC 



Saddam Hussein 
AMMAN, Jane 30 (AP) Iraqi 
Vice President Saddam Hus- 
sein arrived in Amman Saturday 
for talks on Mideast developments 
with King Hussein. 

A statement said Hussein will 
discuss with the monarch current 
problems and “Israeli threats to 
Arab countries in direct confron- 
tation with it and the unification of 
Arab stands against any possible 
Israeli aggression." 

Saddam Hussein flew into 
Amman a few hours after Libyan 
leader Col. Moammar Qaddafi 
concluded his talks in Baghdad 
and flew to Kuwait. 


LONDON, June 30 (Agencies) 
— Saudi Oil Minister Sheikh 
Ahmad Zaki Yamani discussed oil 
pricing with European Common 
Market officials here Saturday. 

The meeting in a London hotel 
was arranged some time ago for 
the exchange of information and 
was not a negotiating session. 

It was attended by Guido Bran-, 
ner. European commissioner for 
energy, Andre Giraud, the French 
industry minister and outgoing 
chairman of the council of energy, 
and Desmond O’Malley, the Irish 
energy minister and the incoming 
chairman of the council. 

The half day of talks were 
shrouded in secrecy and there was 
a last-minute: switch from one 
hotel to another. 

Saudi Arabia has been opposed 
to a steep rise in oil prices on the 
grounds that this might cause a 
world recession. “We will suffer 
ourselves. We consider ourselves 
pan of the free world." Sheikh 
ya mani said this week. At Satur- 
day's talks he briefed the Com- 
mon Market officials on OPECs 
recent meeting which raised oil 
price by an average of nearly 18 
per cent from July 1 . 

The Common Market delegates 
stressed the efforts Europe will be 
making to reduce the demand for 
oil. 

Sheikh Tamaras meeting fol- 
lowed an announcement by 


Libyan leader Moammar Qaddafi 
that Libya, the Arab world's 
fourth- largest oil exporter, has 
decided to stop exporting for two 
to four years. 

If implemented, the Libyan 
decision could severely disrupt the 
energy supplies of Western 
nations already shaken bv the 
OPEC oil price increase. 

“We shall stop producing oil — 
except what we need for our own 
domestic consumption — for two 
years, perhaps three or four.” the 
Libyan leader was quoted as say- 
ing by the Paris- based Arab 
Weekly “Al-Mostakbal.' 

He made the announcement in 
an interview last Monday — 
before OPECs Geneva meeting 
— with the Damascus correspon- 
dent of “Al-Mostakbal." The: 
interview as made available in 
Beirut. 

Libya is a major supplier of oil 
to the United States, West Ger- 
many, Italy, Britain and the 
Netherlands. 

Qaddafi did not say when his 
decision would take effect but he 
indicated it might be soon. He left 
no doubt he was trying to convince 
other Arab oil producers to join 
him in producing just enough oil 
to cover domestic needs. 

“The more we store oil in the 
ground.” Qaddafi was quoted as 
saying, “the better for us." 


Obira describes summit results 
as basis for economic stability 


TOKYO, June 30 (Agencies) 
— Japanese Prime Minister 
Masayoshi Ohira said Saturday 
the Tokyo summit had resulted in 
a “ historic achievement " which 
had set the basis for stabilizing the 
worlds oil economy. 

He told a press conference the 
"eaders of the seven major indus- 
trial democracies who ended 
their two-day meeting Friday suc- 
ceeded in arriving at a common 
understanding and resolution to 
cope with the current oil situation. 

“ We tried to work out bold 
action... and l believe the summit 
made a meaningful, historic 
achievement, ” he said. 

The seven had responded to a 
demand by the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) that they set concrete 
targets to economize on oil. 

“ If the pledges we made at the 
summit are implemented, it can be 
said the summit set the basis for 
directing the world oil economy 
towards stabilization, " Ohira 
said. 

He added that the summit had 
also •• rfnne what we should do " 


on North-South problems (bet- 
ween rich and poor countries). 

The prime minister, who 
attended the Manila session of the 
United Nations Conference on 
Trade and Development 
( UNCTAD) last month, said** the 
problems were discussed at the 
Tokyo summit in connection with 

The summit communique 
issued by the leaders of Japan, the 
United States, Canada. Britain, 
France, West Germany and Italy 
said in part : “ Constructive 
North-South relations are essen- 
tial to the stability of the world 
economy. 

” We recognize, in particular, 
the need for the flow of financial 
resources to the developing coun- 
tries... We will take particular 
account of the poorest countries in 
our aid programs. " 

Ohira also told the press con- 
ference he saw no need at present 
to reduce Japan's growth target of 
about 6.3 per cent for this year 
despite higher oil prices. 

1 he prime minister said his gov- 
ernment would encourage 
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development of alternative energy 
sources to oil and technical 
development in raising thermal 
efficiency. 

The prime emphasis would be 
on nuclear energy with maximum 
attention given to the safety of 
power plants, he said. 

Japan v : |l also incre.»r^ .. : <1 
imports and encourage invest- 
ment in research and development 
of nuclear fusion and coal 
liquefaction. 

The Soviet Union, meanwhile, 
took a different view of the sum- 
mit. 

“ The results of the Tokyo 
summit meeting are rich in good 
wishes and poor in concrete com- 
mitments," and no real energy 
policy came out of it, the Com- 
munist Party newspaper 
“ Pravda ” said Saturday. 

“ The seven participants in the 
meeting are conceitedly stating 
that the problem of energy 
i e sources has now really become a 
stumbling block for the capitalist 
world. " “ Pravda ” said. 

“ All are recognizing that it is 
essential to economize on oil and 
reduce its import. But in s% doing, 
each side wants any restrictions to 
affect it as little as possible. " 

The different points of view of 
the participants showed up most 
clearly in the final declaration. 
“ Pravda " said. 

Attempts ro“ reduce them to a 
common denomiator proved 
unsuccessful. In general each side 
promised to limit itself in a way 
which is of benefit only to itself, ” 
the commentary said. 

The summit results ” just like 
the final documents of the four 
previous similar meetings are rich 
in good wishes and poor in con- 
crete commitments," “ the paper 
concluded.

SEOUL. June 30 ( R) — Presi- 
dent Carter rold South Korean 
President Bark Chung- hee Satur- 
day night he should match his 
country's spectacular economic 
growth with progress in political 
and human rights. 

Carter made the appeal ar a 
state banquet after holding exten- 
sive talks with Park on political 
and military developments on the 
Korean peninsula. 

Although Carter dealt with 
accusations of political repression 
in South Korea during his banquet 
speech, he pledged that the 
American military commitment to 
the ■ country was ■'unshakeable. 
strong and enduring." He also 
took care to avoid any action 
which might weaken Park in his 
confrontation with North Korea. 

Carter's reason for visiting 
South Korea is to demonstrate to 
North Korean leader Kim ll-sung 
that the United Stales remains a 
firm ally of the South despite dif- 
ferences over human rights.

Khaled : No U.S. pressure 
to ease boycott of Egypt 


KUWAIT, June 30 (Agencies) 
— King Khaled has denied therejs 
any U.S. pressure on Saudi Arabia 
to ease its political and economic 
boycott of Egypt, a Kuwait news- 
paper said Saturday. 

The Monarch in a statement to 
the “Ai-Siyassah,” said the King- 
dom was committed to the Bagh- 
dad Arab summit conference 
which bad imposed political and 
economic sanctions on Egypt for 
signing a separate peace treaty 
with Israel. 

However, the King rejected 

American threats to intervene 
military in the Gulf area to protect 
oil supplies to the United States. 

“We believe any intervention 
would not achieve its purpose, but 
on the contrary would lead to 
further turmoil and unrest," King 
Khaled said. 

The Monarch was also quoted 
as saying that “people of the reg- 
ion alone have to stand in its 
defense, and peace-loving powers 
had to back them. The time of 
restoring to force for protection of 
interests is over." 

King -Whaled indicated that 
there are differences between! the 
United States and Saudi Arabia 
regarding the Egyptian- Israeli 
peace treaty. 

“The Kingdom's attitude we are 
trying to explain is that we believe 
that any peace which is not based 


on justice and does not tab* into 
account the Arab 1 s right to regain 
their occupied territories, will be a 
mere mirage and not a real 
peace," be added. But the King 
said differnces with the U.S. 
would not affect bilateral friendly 
relations. 

He said that there are no 
immediate plans to establish dip- 
lomatic relations with the Soviet 
Union. “Nothing definite in this 
respect,” he said, but added “we 
always work towards bettering our 
relations with all countries, in the 
light of our principles which are 
well-known to all." 

Remarking on the downfall of 
the Shah and the emergence of an 
Islamic Repub Ik in Iran, the King 
welcomed the new Islamic regime 
“which we believe could bring 
about closer understanding and 
cooperation,' 1 among Gulf states. 

King Khaled defended Saudi 
Arabia's endorsement of Arab 
measures to boycott Egypt for 
signing a separate peace treaty 
with Israel. “I would like to con- 
firm that the Arab boycott of the 
Egyptian regime did emanate 
from our genuine care for the 


national rights of the Palestinian 
people as well as recovery of lands 
occupied by Israel, including 
Jerusalem.'’ 

Referring to recent reports of 
disputes in the Royal Family over 
pohoy toward the Egyptiau-Israeli 
treaty. King Khaled accused Zion- 
ism and its “hireling mass media’' 
of being behind repeated allega- 
tions of administrative discord 
inside the Kingdom. 

“These are mere allegations 
and sheer fabrications existing only 

in the minds of their designers,” 
he said. 

“The unity of people in this 
country is too staunch to be 
affected by such rumors and alleg- 
ations,'' be added. 

The King did not rule out the 
possibility of an Arab summit. “It 
is possible at any time if there is 
unanimity to hold ft. Contacts 
among Arab countries are con- 
tinuing in this regard,” King 
Khaled said. 

Turning to oil, the King said 
Saudi Arabia was still making 
efforts to control prices “at levels 
not harmful to world economy, 
and in a bid to avoid further infla-

20 Iran Arabs injured , 
100 arrested in Ahwaz 


Supporters of statehood 
clash with Israel at U.N. 


TEHRAN. June 30 { R) — The 
spiritual leader of Iran's minority 
Arab community said Saturday 
that 20 of his supporters were 
injured and 100 arrested when 
stick-wielding gangs of pro- 
government supporters broke up a 
peaceful demonstration in the oil 
town of Ahwaz Friday. 

Sheikh Muhammad Taber 
Shobeir Khaghani told Reuter by 
telephone from the Gulf port of 
Khorramshahr. the scene of 
bloody clashes between Arabs 
and Persians earlier this month, 
that the Arabs had been demons- 
trating to demand the release of 
political prisoners. 

But statements from govern- 
ment officials Saturday blamed 
the violence on the Arabs and 
claimed groups of youths from 
Khorramshahr and the nearby 
town of Abadan had traveled to 
Ahwaz to attack a mosque. 

The official Pars news agency 


put the num ber of arrests at 6 7 but 
made no mention of casualties. 

Arab sources said revolutionary 
guards fired in the air to break up 
the clashes after the Arab march 
was attacked. 

The sources said the demons- 
trators were protesting against the 
failure of Khuzestan provincial 
governor. Rear Admiral Ahmad 
Madani, to fulfil the provisions of 
peace accord reached after this 
month's fighting. 

They said the governor had not 
kept his pledge to release all polit- 
ical prisoners and to arrest those 
held responsible for inciting the 
violence. 

In the Gulf town of Abadan, at 
least two people were reported kil- 
led and 15 injured in inter-tribal 
fighting. 

Pars quoted a local police 
spokesman as saying the clash was 
not political. Local sources said as 
many as six people may have been 
killed, the agency added.

Oslo ready to act as intermediary 
between oil producers, consumers 


OSLO, June 30, Agencies) — Norwegian Prime 
Minister Odvar Nordli hits said that his country was 
prepared to act as an intermediary in establishing a 
dialogue between oil-exporting and consuming 
nations. 

In a press conference Friday night he pointed to 
Norway's special position as an oil exporter and an 
industrialized country, adding that approaches to 
the organization of petroleum exporting countries 
(OPEC) and oil importers had met with “positive 
response." 

But he added, no requests had so far been made 
for concrete action by Norway. 

According to unofficial estimates here, the latest 
OPEC price increase had raised the value of known 
oil reserves in the Norwegian sector of the North 
Sea by about S 15 billion. 

Meanwhile, in Washington, Sen. Edward Ken- 
nedy said the latest OPEC price increase “graphi- 
cally iilusiates the folly" of President Carter's pol- 
icy of lifting of government price controls on 
domestic oil. 

“The price rise will increase the chances of a 
serious recession by draining additional billions of 
dollars from our already weakened economy” 
Kennedy said in a statement Friday. 


“ Moreover, under President Carter s policy of oil 
price decontrol, the OPEC decision will boost not 
only the price of imported ofl, but the price of 
domestic oil as well, especially gasoline and home 
heating oil,” be said. 

“The OPEC decision graphically illustrates the 
folly of decontrolling domestic oil prices and allow- 
ing the price of American oil to be set by an interna- 
tional cartel that- has demonstrated callous disre- 
gard for the plight of the American consumer," he 
claimed. 

Concern over the impact of the oil price increase 
were also expressed by Indian newspapers Satur- 
day. 

The “Hindustan Times” said the rise In OPEC 
crude prices will be “painful' as it comes at a time 
when the rate of inflation [ in India) is threatening to 
go into double figures.” 

Brazil also criticized the price increase and 
Finance Minister Karlos Rieschbieter said Friday 
night that his country could not rule out petrol 
rationing following the latest rises. 

But he added that Brazil bad already bought its 
next two months’ oil supplies and would not be 
immediately affected by the price increase. 


UNITED NATIONS, June 30 
( Agencies) — Supporters of 
Palestinian statehood clashed with 
Israel Friday during the resumed 
debate on Palestinian rights in the 
Security Council. 

The Council met at the request 
of the U.N. committee on the 
exercise of the inalienable right of 
the Palestinian people to take up 
again the issue last debated in the 
council in October 1977. 

Ambassador Medoune Fall of 
Senegal, chairman of the commit- 
tee, accused Israel of continuing to 
deny the Palestinian people their 
fundamental rights. He quoted 
Israeli leaders as declaring “there 
will never be an independent 
Palestinian state." 

“This is a fine example of disre- 
gard for the right of self- 
determination of peoples," Fall 
stated. 

He called on the council to 
enforce resolutions of the U.N. 
general assembly recognizing 
Palestinian rights and declared 
that “determination to ignore the 
rights of the Palestinian people 
has only made more remote peace 
in the Middle East.” 

Israeli Ambassador Yehuda 
Blum claimed the council debate 
“ is manifestly designed to obstruct 
the peace process. He appealed to 
the council to back the peace 
negotiations between Israel and 
Egypt. 

The deadlock in the council has 
prevented debate of the Palesti- 


nian rights question for the past 20 
months. 

The council adjourned discus- 
sion of the issue after less than two 
hours of speeches. President Oleg 
Troyanovsky, the Soviet ambas- 
sador, announced members would 
be advised later of the next ses- 
sion. 

Speaking just before adjourn- 
ment, Kuwaiti Ambassador 
Abdallah Yaqoub Bishara 
demanded that the next session be 
held before the end of July and 
insisted that the Palestinian issue 
“should not again ne buried." 

Ambassador Mahmoud Mestiri 
of Tunisia, speaking as ch airman 
of the Arab group for June, 
accused the council of “inertia and 
impotence" regarding decisions 
on the Palestinian question. 

He declared, “the silence of the 
council and its procrastination can 
only encourage Israel's denial of 
the right of the Palestinians to 
exist.” 

PLO representative Zehdi 
Labib Terri, who has U.N. 
observer status, declared, “we 
know it is within the power of the 
Security Council to find a solution 
to this problem. We must find a 
solution if we are to spare our gen- 
eration the scourge of war arid 
bloodshed." 

In an emotional speech, Texzi 
appealed to the council “to help us 
return to our homes and help ns 
establish peace in the Middle East 
and in the world.”

King dedicates Asir power project

JEDDAH, June 30 — King 
Khaled Friday dedicated the 
SR570 million Asir central elec- 
trification project that will even- 
tually talrw power to over 400 vil- 
lages and 25,000 families across 
the south of the Kingdom. 

Speaking at the ceremony. Dr. 
Ghazi Algosaibi, the minister of 
industry and electricity, said that 
the project was the first stage of 
the electrification of the whole 
region. 

He said that this stage of the 
scheme bad been completed 
ahead of schedule. It was one of 
four projects whose bids had been 
cancelled because of inflated bids. 
The contracts were afterwards 
awarded for less than half the orig- 
inal estimated costs. 

Dr. Gosaibi was referring to 
tenders for the central power pro- 


jects in Kharj, Baha. Asir and 
jizan. The Asir contract eventu- 
ally went to South Korea's Hyun- 
dai Construction Company on 
June 13, 1977, for a final cost of $ 
l70_nuUk>n. 

That compares with the lowest 
original bid, $ 247 million, from 
the Japanese Mitsubishi group, 
which comprises Mitsubishi Cor- 
poration, Mitsubishi Electric 
Company and Mitsubishi Heavy 
Industries. The tender involved 
installing four 10-megawatt 
generators and a 132- kilo volt sub- 
station. 

Hyundai has buflt nine 10- 
megawatt generators and 12 sub- 
stations, all for $ 170. Earlier this 
month Dr. Gosaibi said of the 
original bids for the four projects 
that they “‘exceeded all our esti- 
mates and costs of similar projects 
outside the country in a manner 
that reflected opportunism. There 


was no chance of hesitation. The 
bids were cancelled, and Asian 
companies were contracted to 
carry out foe jobs with a saving of 
over a billion riyals. This 
action.... heralded the end of 
unrealistic and opport unit y 
prices.” 

Dr. Gosaibi said Friday the 
King's presence was ail the more 
auspicious as Gulf leaders had 
come to Khamis Mushait to 
exchange views with King Khaled. 
Hie military exercises which took 
place during the King’s visit to foe 
area proved that Saudi youth was 
capable of handling sophisticated 
weapons with great efficiency. 

The central power station for 
foe project is the meeting point for 
the two roughly-shaped baseball 
diamonds formed by the network 
of steel towers and telephone 
poles. The southern parallogram 
extends 20 kilometers northwest 
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to Khamis Musbah where it takes 
a ninety-degree turn to the 
southwest to cover the 19- 
kilometers to Rufeidah and its 38 
satellite villages. Then it moves 
directly south for 1 7 kilometers to 
connect Batha and its 27 villages, 
thence to foe east for the 12- 
kilometer leg to Misqi and its 52 
suburbs and 30 kilometers north- 
east, back to the Asir station. 

The northern baseball diamond 
moves east eight kilometers to 
Abha and then northeast to 
Soodah, where it reaches its high- 
est elevation. Jebel Soodah is 
2,850 meters high and commands 
a sweeping view of the Abha val- 
ley to the north and foe craggy 
mountain range wbkfa leads to Naj- 
ran and eventually the Yemen 
border to the south. This section 
of the project is bisected by a 
power line connecting Maznah. 
and its 42 satellite hamlets. 

Electricity lines extend for 223 
kilometers. There are 12 substa- 
tions, some of which are 60 
kilometers apart. Hyundai has 
used 33,600 wooden poles 
imported from Finland, 3,500 
steel towers from Korea, 6.500 
aluminum alloy conductors from 
the United States, 6,500 tons of 
cement, and 1,200 kilometers of 
cable. 

Its power station and housing 
compound stand on 150,000 
square meters. There are nine 
ten-megawatt generators and a 
diesel fuel storage tank with a 
capacity of 45 million liters. 

The main power station sends 
132 kilovolts ( kv) and 33 kv which 
is stepped down by the pole trans- 
formers to 220 volts and 127 volts.

Zayed praises Saudi military 


JEDDAH, June 30 — Sheikh 
Zayed ibn Sultan, the president of 
the United Arab Emirates, has 
praised the Saudi armed forces 
and their “impressive exercises” 
he saw with King Khaled in 
Khamis Mushait Wednesday.

Soviet dissident pardoned 
year after TV confession 


MOSCOW, June 30 (R) — 
Jailed dissident Zviad Gam- 
zakhurdia who confessed on tele- 
vision last year to having slan- 
dered the Soviet state, has been 
pardoned. 

Tass reported that Gam 2 akhur- 
dia, a human rights activist in 
Georgia before his arrest last year, 
was pardoned by Georgia's Sup- 
reme Soviet after appealing for 
clemency. 

The 40-year-old writer has 
served just over a year of his 
three-year prison camp sentence 
for agitation and propaganda 
against the state. 

* He was to have spent a further 
two .years in exile at the end of the 
prison term. 


In a dispatch from the Georgian 
capital, Tbilisi, Tass said Gam- 
zakhurdia sent a written appeal to 
the Supreme Soviet, the republic's 
governing body. 

“In the time since the trial I had 
ample time to be alone with myself 
and reflect on my past, to see ever 
more dearly how wrong was the 
path 1 had taken when I dissemi- 
nated literature hostile to the 
-Soviet state,” Tass quoted Gam- 
zakhurdia as saying in the appeal. 

On the day he was sentenced in 
May last year Gamzakhurdia 
appeared on Soviet television con- 
fessing that between 1971 and his 
arrest in April 1977 he bad pro- 
duced and distributed slanderous 
literature for the purpose of 
weakening Soviet power. 


Ross, 36, not further identified, 
who was “also involved in the 
actual trafficking of refugees in 
another vessel, the Southern 
Cross,” had been detained under a 
law allowing detention without 
trial for two years, a period which 
can be extended.

Mari Bras, whose small party 
seeks independence for the com- 
monwealth predicted further inci- 
dents involving the American flag 
and national anthem during the 
Pan American Games. 

He demands that, only the 
Puerto Rican flag and anthem be 
used fori the games, while the 
administration of Gov. Carlos 
Romero Barcelo, an advocate of 
statehood, ruled both the U.S. and 
Commonwealth flags would be 
flown and both anthems played. 

National Guard CoL Ismael

Winter said the plan was to keep 
the Conservatives in power 
because tfrey were more sym- 
pathetic to the South African gov- 
ernment than Labor. 

BOSS felt that if the allegations 
were published. Liberal voters 
would turn away from Thorpe and 
his party.

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GENEVA VS. TOKYO 

The major economic meetings held over the last few days, 
particularly those in Geneva and Tokyo, will be judged better 
when the participants have more time to sort out what action 
or inaction they put themselves to for the coming months. A 
preliminary look, however, suggests that the seven non- 
communist industrial nations meeting in Tokyo gave a better 
performance than the 13 members of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries. 

The Tokyo summit led to commitments by the seven to 
put a lid on their oil imports for 1979, 1980 and 1985. The 
Europeans stuck to their commitment of freezing imports at 
1978 levels, the Canadians will go up another one percent, the 
Japanese were allowed a hefty increase, but — and this was 
the surprise of the summit — the Americans pledged not to 
exceed the import level set in 1977 of 8.5 million bands per 
day. 

Whether the seven will hold to their promises remains to be 
seen, but collective Ly their self-imposed import quotas are 
expected to level off the demand for more imports of OPEC 
oil by the industrialized nations. 

In Geneva, disagreement was the order of the day. 
Despite the best efforts of Saudi Arabia to hold the increases 
to $ 18 a barrel, most OPEC countries have decided to go 
ahead with prices Saudi deputy minister for petroleum Abdul 
Aziz Al-Turki last week termed “ridiculous.” While the gap 
between the two sides which opened in March (and led to a 
subsequent free-for-all on oil prices) has been narrowed, 
OPEC has not re- unified prices and is unlikely to regain 
control of the world petroleum market in the near future. 

The result is an anticlimax for several reasons. Different 
prices alJow oil companies to reap excess profits and encour- 
age speculation on .the oil market. The high ceiling price of $ 
23.50 a barrel will put a severe strain on OPEC '$ fellow states 
in the developing world, and OPEC did little to sooth their 
worries by adding another $ 800 million to its special fund for 
developing countries that import OPEC ofl. 

Equally disturbing is OPEC's failure to demonstrate 
joint, realistic action at a time when meaningful concessions 
on oil imports are finally being wrestled from the industrial- 
ized nations. The Tokyo agreements may be as thin as the ink 
they were signed in, but, for the moment, it is a stronger bond 
than OPEC demonstrated in Geneva. 


Tension rising 
after air battle

Israel's satisfaction with the outcome of this week’s air battle with 
Syria has been clouded by anxiety that the dash conld herald a shift to 
a more aggressive policy by Damascus. 

The Israelis claim they shot down five Syrian jets which attempted 
to intercept Israeli war planes on a bombing mission in south Leba- 
non last Wednesday, while Syria said it shot down two Israeli jets. 

After initial exultation, the Israelis began to ask themselves why 
the Syrian authorities chose to send their planes into battle. 

The Israelis had noted for some time that Syrian aircraft scrambled 
each time attacks were made against south Lebanon but they always 
remained a respectable distance from the scene of hostilities. 

Why then did they now apparently decide to intervene? 

Many Israeli leaders feel Syrian President Hafez Assad must have 
made the decision himself in an effort to rally public opinion around 
his government 

Israelis also uneasily recall that on April 13, 1967, Israeli fighter 
planes knocked down six Syrian planes. A few weeks later the 1967 
war erupted. 

Again, on Sept 13, 1973, the Israelis shot down 13 Syrian aircraft 
and again war broke out a few weeks later. 

But one official in Israeli Prime Minister Menahem Begin* s office 
brushed aside any comparisons with the present situation. 

“It is a tempting parallel, perhaps, but not at aQ realistic since 
today Israel has a peace agreement with Egypt,** the official said. 
“The air clash could or could not mean an escalation in hostilities in 
the region. This is entirely up to the Syrians. We are not interested in 
heightening the tension but we will continue our operations” against 
commandos in Lebanon. 

Some newspapers wondered whether Israel had not fallen into a 
Syrian trap. They reasoned the Syrian leaders knew they would lose 
planes to the Israelis and could then demand more sophisticated 
aircraft and missiles from their chief supplier, the Soviet Union. 

A few papers said the clash might also supply Syria with die 
necessary excuse to move the deadly SAM-6 anti-aircraft missiles 
into Lebanon. Israeli leaders have long warned the Syrians against 
this move, stating it would be regarded as a “hostile and provocative 
act” 

“Davar,** the big trade union daily, wrote that the “satisfaction 
over the Israeli air force’s outstanding performance in the air battle 
should not preclude the sober weighing of the possible consequences. 

“True, f u t ur e developments depend mainly on Syria. But they also 
depend on Israel. Though it is clear that we cannot cease fighting” the 
Palestinians “It must be made dear to everyone that Israel has no 
interest in escalation.'' 

Meanwhile, the air dash placed further strain on Israel's relations 
with the United States. 

Some of the Israeli planes were the exotic American F-15 Eagles 
regarded as probably the most sophisticated fighter aircraft currently 
in service. 

It was the first time the advanced warplane had been in action and 
the Israelis were delighted with its performance. 

But the Americans were angry and worried. Their spokesmen 
expressed fear about a possible escalation of the Lebanese fighting 
and re-emphasized that the F- 15 had been sold to Israel on condition 
it must only be used as a defense weapon. 

Secretary of State Cyrus Vance announced U.S. concern in a 
message to Begin. 

And the message was urgent To deliver it, U.S. Ambassador 
Samuel Lewis on the night of the air battle tracked down Begin at a 
Tel Aviv elementary school where the prime minister's granddaugh- 
ter was attending an end-of-the year party. 

Begin subsequently announced he had told the U.S. that the Hash 
had been a “legitimate act of national defense.** 

“We did not wish to clash with the Syrian airforce and we are not 
interested in open hostilities with Syria or any other country,'* he 
said. 

But Israel would continue to cany out its policy of striking at the 
Palestinian commandos “wherever and whenever it chose and who- 
ever decided to interfere would have to bear the consequences,*' 
Begin declared. — (R) 

City of misery

PULAU BIDONG REFUGEE CAMP, Malaysia — The gong 
awakens them at 6 aun. to days of nothingness. 

No work, no shops, no streets, no mail, nothing but thousands 
upon thousands of human beings everywhere, and a slim, desperate 
hope of gening out. 

Here on Puiau Bidong, an island In the South China Sea 20 miles 
off the Malaysian coast, 42,000 “boat peopled refugees from Vie- 
tanam are crammed into a camp 6n 1 1/2 square miles of level ground 
wedged between hills. This collection of huts is a city of misery that 
ranks as one of the most densely populated spots on earth. 

The refugees, many of them ethnic Chinese, have sailed across 
the South China Sea from Vietnam in rickety, crowded boats, landing 
on Malaysian beaches., those lucky enough not to be forced back out 
to sea were rounded up by authorities, processed as refugees and 
brought to Puiau Bidong or other camps like ft. 

The government says ft has towed more than 14,000 newly 
arrived “boat people” back out to sea since mid- June, but it says it 
wiQ not evict the tens of thousands already in refugee camps. 

Malaysia and other Southeast Asian nations have lost their 
patience with the refugee burden, and the United States and other 
“host” countries of the West cannot take in the flood of fleeing 
Vietnamese fast enough. 

Meanwhile, the thousands waft in Puiau Bkkmg, a efty like no 
other. 

There are no roads, only small paths that weave their way 
aimlessly among the closely huddled huts of wood covered with 
plastic oc zinc sheeting, or by cotton Sour bags. 

When the sun is high, it is unbearably hot in the makeshift 
shelters. When ft rains, rivers run right through them. 

There is no electricity for the huts. The flames of keroane oil 
lamps flutter and blow out in the monsoon winds that sweep over the 
island and knife throu gh the shelters. 

There is no running water. About 120 wells have been dug 
haphazardly throughout the camp, gaping holes that can swallow the 
careless at night. — (AP) 
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Sadat rebels against IMF squeeze

CAIRO — 

The Egyptian government has received its half yearly caning from 
the International Monetary Fund (IMF) but, from all accounts, 
remains unrepentant and therefore ineligible for the $ 730 milli on of 
credits promised by the fond last year. Unless there is a last-minute 
change of heart on the Egyptian side, it seems the original agreement 
will have to be renegotiated. 

The story of the IMF loan began last November, when, in return 
for carrying out a series of economic reforms, the IMF agreed to 
extgjxi to Egypt a credit of 600 mfifion in Special Drawing Rights 
(SDRs), worth about S 730 million, over athree^year period. Among 
the reforms asked for were a reduction in the budget deficit, tigher 
control of the money supply, allowing a wider range of Western 
goods to be imported and fixing a more realistic exchange rate for the 
Egyptian pound. 

Some of the reforms have been carried out Import policy has been 
relaxe d -'grill further, bank credit has been tightened and there is no 
significant difference between the free market and official rates of 
exchange for the Egyptian pound. But the IMFs main demand, that 
of keeping the budget deficit under control has not been adhered to. 

• There is a touch of comedy about the budget deficit When the IMF 
team was in Cairo last November, it found Egyptian economists 
disagreeing among themselves about what the deficit had been in the 
past or was likely to be in the future. A median figure for the future 
was eventually agreed, hut even that has been breached. As a result, 
the Egyptian government has been able to draw only a tiny propor- 
tion of the SDRs it is entitled to receive. 

Last week the IMFs regional director for the Middle East, Abdul 
Shakour Shalaan, was in Cairo to deliver a stern lecture about the 
need to keep within agreed deficit ceilings. But he found yet again 
that his estimate of the deficit (in excess of$ 500 million) was twice 


the figure assessed by his Egyptian hosts. 

The main problem with keeping the deficit in control is politics 
sot economic. Control can be achieved by cutting expenditure and. 
since the government is not prepared id touch defense spending, this 
means cutting expenditure in such areas as the social services and 
food subtidies. Any such move would be unpopular and would also 
contradict government assurances of a better standard of living for 
everyone after the peace treaty. 

The IMF has singled out food subsidies, currently valued a: just 
under S 1 billion per year, as an area of wasteful spending. But 
officials here point out that the last attempt to reduce food subtidies, 
in January, 1977, resulted in widespread rioting. Since then the 
subsidies have remained intact and the budget, in IMF terms, has 
become less manageable. 

Local economists say at worst the country will have to do without 
IMF support, which in any case is no longer so important in view of 
improvements in the national economy. They point to the easier 
foreign exchange position, which has improved thanks to workers’ 
remittances from other Arab countries and higher oil exports. 

Set against this is the decline in Arab tourism and an uncertain 
investment climate because of the Arab boycott of Egypt. 

The IMF credit may no longer be important for Egypt* s balance of 
payments, which is healthier than it was two years ago. But the value 
of the credit is the seal of respectability* it gives the Egyptian 
economy. If Sadat is to attract foreign private investment that is not 
tied to Arab hands, a pat on the back from the IMF is highly 
desirable. 

The Egyptian government is gambling on the IMF discarding its 
economic principles and using instead apolitical yardstick for extend- 
ing its aid. The hope in Cairo is that Western member-states of the 
IMF. looking to the “political benefits” of the peace treaty, will use 
their influence to ensure a renegotiated letter of credit on softer 
terms. — (OFNS) 


Poor countries plan self-help

Poor conn tries, frustrated by lack of progress in their attempts to 
get a better deal from the rich, are to try to increase economic ties 
between themselves. 

Three preliminary meetings in what is now being dubbed “the 
South-South dialogue” are due to take place before the end of the 
year, and an increasing number of countries is urging the Third 
World to abandon the “North-South dialogue” with the rich 
altogether. 

This follows the failure of the fifth United Nations Conference 
on Aid and Development (UNCTAD V) in Manila last month. The 
co nfere nce was the cl ima x of a long series of disappointing negotia- 
tions between rich and poor nations, and ended in a kind of triumph 
for the stonewalling tactics the rich have employed ever smre the 
poor began demanding a “new international economic order” five 
years ago. 

TTus year's meetings are to discuss three possible ways in which 
the Third World could strengthen economic cooperation among 
themselves; cutting tariff barriers against each other, setting up mul- 
tinational marketing enterprises and cooperation between state trad- 
ing organizations. 

In the past, poor countries have proposed setting up coopera- 
tives to buy goods in bulk from rich countries. This could provide 
them with a powerful weapon, not only in getting better bargains, but 
in applying political press ure . 

£or example, the whole erf Africa might decide to buy trucks 
exdusiveJy from Sweden because of Sweden’s consistent record of 
support for the Third World. 

For the time being, however, this ambitious idea, like a plan to 
set up a Third World Bank to reduce dependence on rich world 
currencies, is not on the agenda. 


Most Third World countries now feel that trade among them- 
selves is more detirablecthan trade with the rich. They believe, with 
some justification, that when they deal with industrialized countries 
they are exploited. 

The majority believes that the “South-South dialogue" and the 
“North-South dialogue” should be pursued at the same time. But an 
increasing number of militants is urging the poor to turn their backs 
on the rich altogether and only return to the bargaining table once 
they have built up their own strength. The militants are expected to 
push their case particularly strongly at the oonaBgncd summit in 
Havana in September, 

Whichever view prevails, the poor countries urgently need to 
become more united and gain more bargaining power. 

At the beginning of the negotiations for a new internat io nal 
economic order they were reasonably strong, since the Third World 
as a whole, including thepPEC countries, formed a common from. 

Th e common front preserved remarkable cohesion in the face of 
attempts by the developed countries to break it up. Time after time, 
OFEG threats toraise the price of oil forced the rich world to sit down 
and talk. 

Later, the rich adopted a different tactic; talking much but 
conceding aslitde as possible, in the hope that the poor would run out 
of steam and split up of their own accord. 

The world-wide recession has enabled rich countries to argue 
thm they ran do nothing for the poor until their economies improve, 
and that all countries are now in the same boat — an argument that 
would deprive the poor of some of the moral impetus of Iheir case. 

We ve called their bluff” said one Western delegate after the 
nnfli session. 

Tire poor were left with little of substance; a declaration against 

protectionism and a promise that what aid the rich give (and ft is at its 

t* dfa ? cted mostly to the poorest. More 
significant, perhaps, has been the emergence of Australia, and to a 
lesser extent, Japan, op the side of poor countries. — (OFNS)

It is antici- 
pated that season 1979-80 wiQ 
involve WagtawH and the West 
Indies, 1980-81 India and New 
Zealand, and 1981-82 the West 
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Indies and Pakistan,” the state- 
ment said. 

The ICC said no player will be 
excluded from future matches for 
his country by reason of his having 
played in the World Series. 

They were satisfied that Packer 
would not try to manipulate the 
game, and congratulated the 
Australian board on reaching a 
solution after two years of bitter 
rivalry and feuding. 

Bob Parish, Australian board 
chairman, had told the meeting 
that Packer’s company would stick 
to promoting cricket on a com- 
mercial basis only.

Somoza offers conditional resignation 


MANAGUA, June 30 (Agen- 
cies) — President Anastasio Som- 
oza is willing to resign once 
Nicaragua's bloody civil war is 
over if the United States will meet 
bis terms. 

Somoza, who has publicly 
refused to step down, is said to be 
seeking American assurances of 
massive reconstruction aid for his 
country. 

He also wants a U.S. pledge that 
it will seek installation of a 
broad-based non-Communist 
government to replace his family's 
42-year ruling dynasty. 


The United States insists Som- 
oza resign immediately and with- 
out conditions. 

Somoza is also believed to have 
asked that a certain person who 
was not identified succeed Mm as 
bead of state. But U.S. officials 
said this was turned down. 

“One side is negotiating, but we 
axe not,” an official said. 

This position was stressed by 
the State Department Friday. 

“I want to make it clear that we 
are not negotiating with Somoza 
about his departure. ..We told him 
we could not offer assurances nor 
could we comply with any condi- 


tions,” spokesman Tom Reston 
told reporters. 

“Rumors notwithstanding, we 
have not tried to negotiate .with 
Somoza on any specific names or 
details. We are trying to suggest 
the outlines of procedures and 
processes that could lead to a 
break with the past and to a transi- 
tional government," he said. 

The new U.S. ambassador to 
Nicaragua, Lawrence Fezzullo, 
met with newsmen at the U.S.

Whitehall may advise Queen 
against joining Lusaka talks 


CANBERRA, June 30 (R) — 
Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher Saturday expressed 
deep concern about the personal 
safety of Queen Elizabeth at a 
Commonwealth conference in 
Zambia this summer. 

Mrs. Thatcher, who arrived 
Saturday for a two-day visit, said 
the British government would 
think hard before approving the 
Queen's planned trip to Lusaka 
for the conference late next 
month. 

The site of the conference is 
near areas used by guerrillas fight- 
ing die government of Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia. 

The guerrillas have fired on air- 
craft in Zambia and Rhodesia, and 
have drawn frequent strikes from 
the Salisbury military forces. One 
such strike four days ago came 
only two kilometers from the site 
where the Commonwealth Con- 
ference is to be held. 

Mrs Thatcher said a decision on 
whether Queen Elizabeth would 
attend the conference would be 
made “ very soon. " 

“ We shall soon have to make 
up our minds about what advice to 
give the Queen on making the 
trip, ” Mrs Thatcher said. 

“ Of course I have to satisfy 
myself that all possible arrange- 
ments have been made for her 
safety. The position at the 
moment is that the Queen will go 
unless we advise her not to. ” 

Fears for the safely of the 
Queen were dismissed Friday by 
guerrilla leader Joshua Nkomo's 
top aide, Joshia Chinamano. 

Earlier this week, Rhodesian 
military authorities reported 
siezing guerrilla plan to disrupt 
the conference. They said papers 
were taken in a commando raid on 
Nkomo's intelligence headquar- 
ters near Lusaka.

The bomb was the seventh 
planted in Spanish Mediterranean 
holiday resorts in the past 36 
hours. 

The Basque separatist guerrillas 
ETA announced Thursday it was 
launching a bombing campaign 
against Spain's tourist industry 
because the government had 
refused to improve conditions for 
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jailed ETA suspects. 

The extent of the latest blast 
was not immediately known. 

Eyewitnesses said police 
immediately evacuated hotels 
near the scene of the explosion, 
dose to the Puerto Banus Marina 
outside Marbella. 

Six bombs exploded in the 
popular sunspots of Benidonn, 
Malaga and Marbella. The guerril- 
las, who are fighting for an inde- 
pendent, Marxist state in the 
northern Basque country, claimed 
responsibility for three of the 
blasts. 

Police said the devices were all 
small and caused very little dam- 
age and no injuries. 

The cabinet, fearing an exodus 
of tourists, discussed, the bomb- 
ings a routine meeting Friday. 

An official said the government 
was making efforts abroad to try 
to avert mass cancellations of 
bookings which would seriously 
damage Spain's shaky economy. 
He did not elaborate on the 
moves. 

There were some reports of 
holidaymakers packing their bags 
and going home after the explo- 


sions. But European holiday firms 
said there was little reaction so far 
from package tour clients. 

ETA’s political-military wing 
said it was taking its campaign to 
the tourist areas because the gov- 
ernment had refused to improve 
conditions at a jail where about 
100 ETA suspects are being held. 

The political- military wing is 
more moderate than their military 
branch which has killed more than 
40 people this year. 

Advance warning was given 
before Friday's explosions, rein- 
forcing reports that ETA was 
seeking only to frighten away tour- 
ists and attract publicity for its 
cause. 

The first blasts were in a photo- 
grapher’s shop and a four-star 
hotel in the Costa Blanca resort of 
Beni dorm. Later police detonated 
a third device found in a waste 
basket in Malaga, capital of the 
southern Costa del Sol holiday 
area. 

Almost 40 million foreigners 
visited Spain last year, making 
tourism the country’s biggest 
source of foreign currency and a 
vital prop to the economy. 


WINDHOEK, Namibia, June 
30 (AP) — Despite fierce white 
right-wing opposition, the 
South-West African National 
Assembly Friday passed a bill 
banning discrimination in residen- 
tial areas and at hotels and 
restaurants. 

The bill now goes to the South 
African administrator-general, 
Marthinus Steyn, for his signa- 
ture before becoming law. 

What angered whites was not so 
much giving blacks the right to buy 
land in previously segregated 
areas or permitting them to pat- 
ronize hotels and restaurants, but 
provisions making it a criminal 
offense to discriminate on the 
basis of color or race. 

That provision marked a major 
departure from previous “anti- 
discrimination'' legislation in 
either South-West Africa 
l Namibia) or South Africa. 

Previous laws such as those 
permitting blacks to use “interna- 
tional” hotels, restaurants or air- 
lines — have either made excep- 
tions for certain establishments or 
dropped mandatory segregation, 
while leaving proprietors the op- 
tion of excluding blacks. 

But no laws have made integra- 
tion mandatory. The Namibian 
measure was proposed and passed 
in the National Assembly, a body 


elected alst December as a con- 
stituent assembly and subse- 
quently granted extensive legisla- 
tive powers. 

The formation of the assembly 
was widely criticized by the world 
community as a step by South 
Africa to grant independence 
unilaterally to the long-disputed 
territory. 

The assembly is dominated by 
the Democratic Turnhalle 
Alliance, a coalition of moderate 
whites and blacks. 

_ From the time it was first intro- 
duced. the anti- discrimination 


measure provoked heated opposi- 
tion from right-wing whites. 
Whites make up about 100,000 of 
Namibia' s population of one mil- 
lion. 

The right-wingers dubbed the 
measure as the “enforced integra- 
tion WIT and threatened to bring 
its perpetrators before a “reactio- 
nary court” Shortly after the bill 
was introduced, about 20,000 
whites staged a rowdy demonstra- 
tion in Windhoek, shouting obs- 
cenities at the white chairman of 
the DTA, Dirk Mudge, and wav- 
ing white-supremacist placards. 


Campaign to save rhino 
launched by world group 


MORGES, Switzerland. June 
30 (R) — The World Wildlife 
Fund (WWF) launched an 
emergency campaign Friday to 
save the rhinoceros from extinc- 
tion. 

Five surviving species of rhino 
in Africa and Asia are now peril- 
ously close to disappearing, the 
fund said in a statement. 

“There is no longer any ques- 
tion that all rhinos are now in 
grave danger,” Dr. Lee Talbot, 
the WWFs director of conserva- 
tion, said. 

The rhinoceros is widely hunted 
for its horn, which is believed by 1 


many in the Far East to be an 
aphrodisiac. 

The black rhino, 20,000 strong 
in Kenya alone only a decade ago, 
has now been reduced by poach- 
ing to about 2000 in number and 
the white rhino is still struggling to 
increase its numbers on the conti- 
nent.

Carter 
praises 
House on 
Rhodesia 

WASHINGTON, June 30 (R) 
— Carter- administration officials 
welcomed an overwhelming vote 
. in the House of Representatives 
Thursday endorsing tire presi- 
dent's policy on Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia. 

Handing the administration an 
important foreign policy victory, 
the Hose voted 350-37 to permit 
Carter to retain trade sanctions 
against the Salisbury government 
if he finds it in the national interest 
to do so. 

“We are very pleased by the 
House action,” the State Depart- 
ment said. 

The House stand conflicted 
with that taken cm June 12 by the 
Senate, which voted 52-41 to 
compel the president to lift the 
sanctions against the government 
of Bishop Abel Muzorewa. 

President Carter said on June 7 
that the April elections did not 
meet the conditions that would 
require him to lift the sanctions. 

The State Department said the 
administration shared the view 
expressed in the House bill “that 
the recent elections constituted a 
significant step toward multi- 
racial democracy in Rhodesia ...” 

This was- the most positive 
attitude towards the elections 
expressed by the administration, 
and could encourage speculation 
that the lifting of sanctions had 
only been postponed. 

The department said, It is in 
the interests of the United States 
to further continuing progress 
toward majority rule and to 
encourage a peaceful resolution of 
the conflict." 

“We believe the House meas- 
ure can contribute to the achieve- 
ment of these objectives.” 

Official pleasure at the House 
vote was tempered by realization 
that the two Houses of Congress 
have to reconcile their differing 
positions. 

But the House stand appeared 
likely to give the president the 
room to maneuver that he wants 
to coordinate his southern Africa 
polity with that of Britian. 

Carter has stressed the need to 
maintain good relations with 
Black African states, all of which 
oppose the Muzorewa govern- 
ment 

The House showed that it had 
moved behind the administration, 
firstly by rejecting a proposal to 
compel the president to lift the 
sanctions by December 1. The 
vote against the proposal was 242 
to 147. 

The House then went on to 
approve the administration- 
backed bill that would terminate 
the sanctions by October 15 
“unless the president determines 
it would not be in our national 
interest to do so and so reports to 
the Congress." 
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A fter 20 months in prison 

Israel frees American who helped PLO 
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RO ME, June 30 ( AP) — With a 
relieved smile, Texan Terry 
Fleener boarded a plane in Tel 
Aviv Saturday and flew home 
after serving 20 months in an 
Israeli prison for helping the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion. 

“I felt free as soon as I walked 
into the airport,” the 24-year-old 
Miss Fleener, of San Antonio, 
said. 

The delight she felt at being free 
caused her to laugh aloud when 
the captain of the TWA 707 
announced his name — J.T. 
Happy. Hie had the right name for 
Miss Fleener’ s day, and though his 
plane was thousands of miles from 
home, be told her, “Welcome to 
the United States.” 

The woman dug into a plate of 
eggs and sausages, saying it was 
“the first real breakfast I've had in 
almost two years." 

An Israeli parole board decided 
Friday to cut 10 months off her 
30-month sentence, on condition 


that she leave Israel immediately. 
Two weeks earlier, under discrete 
pressure from the United States, 
Israel had cut her original five- 
year sentence in half. 

Miss Fleener said there had 
been no conditions attached to her 
release, other than her promise to 
leave IsraeL, and she vowed to con- 
tinue to support the PLO. 

“I believe very strongly in the 
Palestinian people's struggle" 
“ The peace process offers no solu- 
tion. The Palestinians have to con- 
tinue their fight, and I support 
them very strongly." 

In Tel Aviv, authorities had kept 
waiting reporters and photo- 
graphers away from the young 
woman before her early morning 
departure. During her imprison- 
ment, no interviews had been 
permitted. 

Miss Fleener was arrested Oct. 
25, 1977, when she arrived at Ben 
Gurion Airport. A closed trial was 
held the following January and she 
{Headed guilty to a charge of spy- 
ing for the PLO by taking photo- 
graphs of Israeli dries and deliver- 


ing them to the PLO in Cyprus. 
She also confessed to giving the 
PLO information about security 
arrangements in Israel. 

“I pleaded guilty but the charge 
was not accurate,” she said. “The 
charge was photographing... I'm 
not saying I did it, and Tm not 
saying I didn't... But pleading 
guilty and being guilty in this case 
are two different things.” 

The woman would not reveal 
exactly what she had done for the 
PLO. Nor would she say exactly 
how she thought the Israeli 
authorities knew enough about 
her activities so that they could 
arrest her upon arrival at the air- 
port. 

According to the charges, she 
had dug out information for the 
PLO during a trip to Israel in 1976 
and had gone back to Tel Aviv on 
a second assignment when she was 
arrested. 

Whatever it was she did — the 
Israels have not published any 
detailed charge sheet — it was 
clear that her sympathies were 


with the Palestinians. Her jail time 
strengthened her feeling. 

Asked what she would 
remember most about - the 20 
months imprisonment. Miss 
Fleener replied. “The girls there. I 
admire them very much. Some 
wens hurt in explosions, some are 
serving life sentences, but they 
□ever feel sorry for themselves." 

“ What the Jewish people 
endured does not give them the 
right to visit violence on another 
people. The Palestinians can't 
drop bombs, so they take the only 
route available to them.” 

As to her own actions, she 
asserted: ‘Tm sure I wasn’t 
involved in anything violent,” 

The woman was unsure what 
she would do in her first days back 
in the United States. Meetings 
with her family and perhaps a trip 
to Washington, she said, and in the 
fall she may enroll at the Univer- 
sity of California in Los Angeles. 

In any case, she said, the Pales- 
tinian cause wall remain important 
to her. “I won’t walk away from iL 
I won’t let myself.” 
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
